PRINTED CATALOGUES FOR GREAT 
LIBRARIES. 


AT the recent meeting of the American Li- 
brary Association in Atlanta James L. Whit- 
ney, head of the cataloging department, and 
now acting librarian, of the Boston Public Li- 
brary, read an interesting paper on the pros- 
pects of issuing a printed book catalogue of 
the Boston Public Library. The estimates of 
cost and extent of such a catalogue, and the 
probable length of time that would be neces- 
sary for its preparation, were based upon care- 
ful study of these features in the catalogues of 
the Boston Atheneum, the Surgeon-General’s 
Library, the British Museum, and the Biblio- 
théque Nationale. 

Mr. Whitney finds that the public card cata- 
logue of the Boston Public Library at pres- 
ent contains about 1,200,000 author and 
subject entries, and that the yearly addi- 
tions to these cards average about 45,000 
annually. Starting on a basis of the 1,- 
200,000 titles now prepared, the catalogue 
would fill from 24,000 to 30,000 pages. At 
a printing rate of five pages a day (a rate 
considerably in excess of the average, the 
Surgeon-General’s catalogue being printed at 
the rate of about three and one-third pages 
daily, and the Peabody Institute and Boston 
Athenzum catalogues at a less rate,) the time 
needed for the publication of the catalogue 
would be from sixteen to twenty years. In- 
deed in the case of the catalogue of the Boston 
Athenezum—which included about 92,000 vol- 
umes and about 36,000 pamphlets—work was 
begun in 1856 and copy sent to the printer in 
May, 1872. ‘‘January of that year was taken 
as the limit beyond which no book should be 
added. On its completion, therefore, it did 
not contain the titles of books added to the 
library for the preceding ten years.” In print- 


ing the index-catalogue of the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral’s library and the Peabody Institute cata- 
logue provision was made for the inclusion, so 
far as possible, of books and articles received 
during the printing, yet on the completion of 
the former enough material had collected in 
the letter A to fill 828 pages, as against 718 
pages in the printed work, while in the Peabody 
catalogue the same letter occupies 236 pages 
in the supplement and only 136 pagesin the 
main work. 

Regarding the value of a catalogue that does 
not contain titles of books added for ten or 
more years previous to its issue, some inter- 
esting comparisons are made. It was found 
from tests made inthe Boston Public Library 
‘‘that of books taken for home use on given 
days 24 per cent. were published before 1883, 
while I9 per cent. bore date between 1883 and 
1888, and 67 per cent. between 1888 and 1808; 
while of books taken for hall use, 37 per cent. 
were published before 1883, while 24 per cent. 
were issued between 1883 and 1888, and 39 per 
cent. between 1888 and 1898. On the com- 
pletion of the proposed catalogue for this li- 
brary it probably would not contain one-fourth 
of the books called for by readers.”’ 

The estimate as to the probable extent of 
such a catalogue is based upon the respective 
sizes of the great printed catalogues existing. 
The Boston Athenzum catalogue is in five vol- 
umes with 3400 pages; ‘‘in the five volumes of 
the Peabody Institute Library the 5000 pages 
catalogue a collection of perhaps 100,0c0 vol- 
umes. The index-catalogue at Washington in 
its 16 volumes, or 16,000 pages, representsa 
collection somewhat larger, minutely analyzed. 
The British Museum catalogue, with author 
entries only, which approaches completion, 
thus far fills about 110,000 columns (two to a 
page, folio size.) These columns, if joined to 
one another, would reach more than 17 miles.” 
For the Boston Public Library, with its over 
half a million volumes and many thousand 
pamphlets, a catalogue in thirty volumes, ofa 
thousand pages each, is thought to be a moder- 
ate estimate. 

The cost of such a work cannot be easily 
judged. The Boston Atheneum catalogue is 
said to have cost nearly $100,000; the index- 
catalogue of the Surgeon-General’s Library has 
averaged $12,000 a volume for printing and 
binding alone; for printing the British Museum 
catalogue, begun in January, 1891, an annual 
grant was assigned, which has been gradually 
caised unti] it now amounts to £3000 a year. 
The price that could be set upon such a work 
would be purely nominal in relation to its cost, 
and in any case the sale would be closely 
limited. Mr. Whitney says: ‘‘For the British 
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Museum catalogue the yearly subscription for 
the parts, which began to appear about 1881, 
is £3 10s. The selling price of the entire cata- 
logue will be £84. About 4o copies have been 
sold and as many given away. The price of 
the five volumes of the Peabody Institute cata- 
logue is $37, and $11.50 for volumes 1-3 of the 
second series. The Boston Athenzum cata- 
logue is sold for $5 a volume, and to libraries 
at $20 forthe entire work. About 350 copies 
have been sold. The price for the catalogue 
of the library of the Surgeon-General’s office 
is $3.50 a volume; for that of the Bibliothéque 
Nationale, 15 francs a volume.”’ Concern- 
ing the latter catalogue, it was stated early this 
year that the officials of the Bibliothéque 
Nationale had abandoned the enterprise on 
account of the great expense involved. Later 
information, however, is to the effect that the 
work will be continued, and that at some dis- 
tant date other volumes will appear. 

Reference is made tothe possibilities of the 
linotype as a means of printing a general cat- 
alogue and keeping it up to date by inser- 
tions. This, it is thought, is impracticable, 
owing partly to the great difficulty and cost of 
the constant rearrangement and re-grouping 
that would be necessary, and partly to other 
difficulties which have been met within less 
degree in the apparently simple re-working of 
the monthly accession lists into the ‘‘ annual 
list’? now issued each January. 

The simplifying of the problem by the issue 
of a catalogue giving author entries only is 
touchedupon. This isthe plan adopted by the 
British Museum and the Bibliothéque Nation- 
ale; but it is thought that such a catalogue 
would not meet the needs of users sufficiently 
to justify its cost. The issue of a catalogue 
of this sort for the general bibliographical 
benefit would be properly a function of the Li- 
brary of Congress, as representing the national 
library of the United States, but would not be 
within the scope of a library like that of Boston. 

Mr. Whitney’s careful paper would seem to 
dispose, for the time being at least, of the mat- 
ter of a general printed catalogue for the Bos- 
ton Public Library. He frankly says that he 
believes such an undertaking ‘‘ would be un- 
wise,” and his analysis of its details bears out 
this opinion. In conclusion he refers to an 
article in the Quarterly Review of October, 1898, 
regarding the book catalogue of the British 
Museum. ‘‘It is there stated that the com- 
plete catalogue will consist of about 600 vol- 
umes, containing on an average 250 columns 
each. During its progress through the press 
the accessions tothe library have exceeded half 
a million titles, only a fraction of which will 
appear in this catalogue. The number of 
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copies available is about 250, but of these less 
than one-third have passed into circulation, and 
even of that number about one-half have been 
given gratuitously. A supplementary cata- 
logue of accessions was printed, which a sub- 
scriber could obtain for £3 a year in addition 
to his subscription of £3 10s. for the principal 
catalogue. But this accessions catalogue found 
scarcely any subscribers, and the issue has 
now been contracted within the narrowest pos- 
sible limits.” The whole catalogue, it is 
added, ‘‘is almost unknown outside of the 
reading-room, its complete form is found in 
the reading-room alone, and the very few per- 
sons who have access to it beyond those pre- 
cincts possess it in a form which is so incom- 
plete as well-nigh to frustrate the chief reason 
of its existence.”’ 





~THE DISCOUNT QUESTION. 


AFTER JANUARY 1, UNIFORM PRICE EVERY 
WHERE. 


New York, Aug. 29, 1899. 
Te the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

DEAR Sir: It may be of interest to your 
readers to learn, inconnection with the various 
letters in your issue of August 26 concerning 
the foolish cutting of prices, that we have 
under consideration the details of a plan, which 
we will put into operation at the beginning of 
next year, whereby our publications will be 
sold at a uniform price everywhere. 

We appreciate the fact that we will naturally 
lose the trade of certain jobbers and depart- 
ment stores by this move, but we believe that 
the trade in general will come to see that we 
are working in their interest, and in pushing 
our line they will make a fair profit in place of 
a loss under the present unbusinesslike system 
of selling a $1.50 book for 89 cents. 

We believe that we will not only have the 
support of the bookselling trade, but of the 
better class of department stores, as the latter 
are not in business for their health—although 
some dealers seem to think so. 

It does not take a great deal of figuring to 
note that if a book is billed at 4o per cent. and 
sold at 20 per cent., and it costs 25 per cent. to 
run the business, the store or department doing 
such a business will some day cause the pub- 
lisher a loss, or drop, to a certain extent any- 
way, the business. 

As soon as we finish the details of our 
method we will inform the trade fully in refer- 
ence to it. DopGE PUBLISHING COMPANY. 


AGREEMENT TO SELL BOOKS AT NET LIST 
PRICE. 
ProvipENcE, R. I., Aug. 29, 1899. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

DEAR Sir: I am pleased to see the communi- 
cations relating to the ‘‘cut-price”’ evil, etc., 
in your issue of the 26th. 

The letter of Mr. A. M. Robertson is on the 
right line, but his proposition for removing 
the evil seems to me to be more sweeping than 
we can expect or hope for. In this stage of 
the world’s progress we cannot expect to make 
the old war-time profits of 35% or 40%. We 
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cannot go back to the retailing of books at 
publishers’ prices. It would not be fair or 
right to the buyer, and to ask retail prices from 
public libraries would be even more unfair. 
To retail books at the publisher’s price would 
mean a general reduction of catalogue prices 
of from 20% to 25%. This would entail a large 
expense on the publisher, and would for a long 
time be very embarrassing to the old dealers, 
who have the present retail prices firmly fixed 
in mind, and can quote prices and discount to 
a customer on hundreds, and perhaps thou- 
sands, of items without the help of the cata- 
logues. 

In my opinion, some such plan as outlined 
below would be much better for both publisher 
and bookseller. Let the publisher demand a 
signed agreement from all dealers (1) that they 
will sell all books issued at me? prices, at the 
net hist price, allowing not over 10% discount to 
public libraries; (2) that on all books sold to 
the trade at regular discount the best discount 
that the dealer shall allow under any circum- 
stances shall be 25%, except that to public 
libraries the discount shall be the usual 3314. 

If some such arrangement as this could be 
made by the leading publishers, booksellers 
would have little to complain of. Weshould 
be making a fair profit, for it is the cutting by 
the department stores of 30% and 40% from the 
retail prices that is driving the bookseller out 
of business. 

My plan would not disturb the general book- 
buyer, and it would keep the public library 
trade where it belongs, with the local dea'er; 
it would also give the bookseller a chance to 
make a living profit on the ‘‘ David Harums” 
and ‘‘ Richard Carvels,” and other popular 
books, which, under present conditions, are just 
the books on which there is not a living profit.

BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 
VIRGINIA BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


ACCORDING to a change of programme the 
tenth annual convention of the Virginia Book- 
sellers’ Association was called together in 
Richmond, Va., on August 4, instead of at 
Virginia Beach, as was first intended. Presi- 
dent T. S. Beckwith was in the chair, and the 
following firms were represented: Ander- 
son & Thompson, Portsmouth; Vickery & 
Co., Alfriend & Co., Norfolk; T. S. Beck- 
with & Co., Petersburg ; A. Hartung, R. G. 
Meyers, Hunter & Co., Richmond; Boat- 
wright Bros., Danville; and A. M. Brechin, 
Charlottesville. A number of others were ab- 
sent on account of change of date and place of 
meeting. 

The president addressed the association rela- 
tive to better discounts from publishers, and 
the relation between booksellers and publish- 
ers; at theconclusion of his address he referred 
to the secretary, to be spread in the minutes, 
a copy of the State contract, showing various 
discounts offered by publishers to dealers. 

Under the head of new business, it was moved 
and carried that the annual dues be reduced 
from $5 to $2 per annum in advance. Next 
the question of the discriminating charges, by 
publishers of school-books, for cases and Cart- 
age, was discussed, and it was resolved to 
bring the matter to the attention of the pub- 
lishers. 

On invitation, B. F. Johnson, of B. F. John- 
son & Co., of Richmond, Va., addressed the 
convention relative to the supply of schcol- 
books to small dealers and discounts allowed 
by them to grocery stores and small shops 
carrying school-books only two months in the 
year. Theaddress was replied to by the presi- 
dentin detail. Mr. Johnson agreed to lay be- 
fore the directors of his company the proposi- 
tion of the association. 

After a general expression of opinions from 
each member as to discounts received from 
publishers and other matters of interest to the 
trade, the president was appointed a committee 
of one to draft a letter to be sent tothe va- 
rious publishers of miscellaneous bcoks, ex- 
pressing the position of booksellersthroughout 
the country as tothe cutting of prices on books 
by department stores and large dealers. On 
motion, it was decided that the letter should be 
sent to THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for publica- 
tion, signed by the association. The letter 
reads as follows: 

PETERSBURG, VA., Aug. 4, 1899. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly: 


WE have waited, hoping someabler pen would 
make another appeal to publishers in the in- 
terest not only of the booksellers but in justice 
to themselves, the public, and the dealer. This 
question is of interest to all loversand makers of 
books—the question, namely, of the real value 
of books and their prices to the reader or pur- 
chaser. Makers or manufacturers properly 
value the article made. In no line of goods, 
save that of books, does the manufacturer 
pretend to furnish the customer his manufac- 
tured article at the same price he does the 
jobber or dealer. 

Books are, as they should be, above and be- 
yond the keg of nails or the pound of putty. 
A book is individual, written and prepared to 
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the end of education, elevation, civilization, 
and enlightenment, and should have an indi- 
vidual value. 

The article in THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for 
July 22, giving the action taken by English pub- 
lishers tending to the proper protection of the 
trade and to justice to the publisher, has sug- 
gested this communication. Now that such 
pubbishers as (we name only those having Amer- 
ican houses) Longmans, Green & Co., Macmil- 
lan & Co., Ltd., Cassell & Co., Ltd., George 
Routledge & Sons, Ltd., Frederick Warne & 
Co., and Thomas Nelson & Sons, on the other 
side, have been convinced that the step should 
be taken, canthey deny to their American con- 
stituents what they grant is due to our Eng- 
lish brethren of the trade? And why shall 


not all American publishers follow these great | 


houses and come out with a bold front, stem- 
ming the tide of this cutthroat means of de- 
grading their honorable calling ? 

We appeal to the great houses of Appleton, 
Harper, Lippincott, Houghton, Crowell & Co., 
Dodd, Mead & Co., Dana Estes & Co., Scrib- 
ner’s, and others, to follow the lead of the 
English publishers, and when fixing the price of 
their product, the individual book, put it at its 
value, and not at a price which may be broken 
the day after its issue. 

It has come to pass that no one—publisher, 
jobber, or bookseller—pretends to ask for a 
book the price put upon that book by the pub- 
lisher himself, who ought to know the value of 
his own product. The publisher discredits 
his own act and teaches otherstodoso. Why 
should $1.50 be advertised as the price of a 
book when it is expected to be sold anywhere 
from 75 cents to $1.20, only the innocent, ig- 
norant, or willing one sometimes paying the 
so-called $1.50 price, and afterward, when he 
‘‘learns the ropes,’”’ damning the publisher or 
dealer, who he will always believe swindled 
him ? 

We cannot understand why publishers of 
miscellaneous books will not see at least the 
injustice, and, we think, the shortsightedness 
of this practice. 

After long years of turmoil and weariness of 
spirit the school-book publishers, as a rule, 
have seen the error of their way and are pub- 
lishing and selling their books at their real 
value, making no discount except to dealers, 
and, unfortunately, to the sample hunter, the 
preacher, and the teacher. 

Publish your books, gentleme’, at their real 
value. Sell your books at the price you, your- 
selves, declare they are worth, and give off to 
the dealers 25% and no more, and to the jobber 
his additional discount for quantities. We take 
it you will soon find a vast improvement in 
the general result. How can you expect the 
booksellers to carry your stock when, before 
they receive your new issues, you will fill an 
order from the bookseller’s customer, delivered, 
for about what you charge him who is buying 
in large or small quantities? You have nearly 
destroyed the large harvest you had from the 
dealer. You cannot deny the fact that the 
bookseller’strade is worth having, and yet you 
do all you can to drive him out of the book busi- 
ness and make him handle all sorts of knick- 
knacks, throwing his would-be profession to 
the winds and making the educational centre 
of his community a sort of junk shop.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF NEWSDEALERS, 
BOOKSELLERS AND STATIONERS. 


AT the annual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of Newsdealers, etc., held at Buffalo, 
N. Y.,on August 22 and 23, resolutions were 
adopted providing for the licensing of news- 
boys; protesting against the failure of the 
publishers of certain periodicals to publish the 
retail price of their respective journals on their 
title-page; regretting the death and eulogizing 
the character of Robert Bonner; sanctioning 
the tearing from periodicals by the newsdealers 
of advertisements that are regarded as detri- 
mental to their interests; authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a committee to wait on the Amer- 
ican News Company and other news companies 
and ask that they cease to receive individual 
subscriptions direct, thereby depriving dealers 
of commissions, such committee to inform the 
news companies that the dealers will start a 
news company of their own if the practice is 
not stopped. 

No change was made in the officers for the 
ensuing year. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


DANIEL WEBSTER FISH, author of ‘‘ Fish’'s 
Arithmetic,” and of the revised editions of 
Robinson’s arithmetics published by the Ameri- 
can Book Company, died on the 4th inst., at 
Rochester, N. Y. 


SURGEON-MAJoR EDWARD bD’ARCY EVERZARD, 
author of a ‘‘ Topographical Account of Mer- 
gui,’’ ‘‘A New and Successful Method of the 
Treatment of Cholera,” and a ‘‘ Treatise on 
Beriberi,” died recently at Broadstairs, Eng- 
land, in his seventy-eighth year. 


THE Rev. CHARLES HENRY Corey, D.D., 
author of a book entitled ‘‘ Reminiscences of 
Thirty Years’ Labor Among the Colored People 
of the South,’ died on the Sth inst., at Sea- 
brook, N. H. He was born at New Canaan, 
New Brunswick, December 12, 1834. In 1867 
he was appointed principal of the Augusta In- 
stitute in Georgia, and in 1877 he was elected 
president of the Richmond Theological Insti- 
tute. 

Cyrus FRANCIS LOUTREL, a member of the 
old printing and stationery firm of Francis 
& Loutrel, died on the 3d inst., at South Or- 
ange, N. J. He was born in New York City 
in 1849, and as a boy was apprenticed in his 
father’s business, then at 45 Maiden Lane. On 
the death of his father’s partner young Loutrel 
was taken intothe firm. In 1893 the business 
became a joint stock company, and three years 
later left its parent home in Maiden Lane to 
establish itself at 146 William Street. 
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Vicror E, MAUGER, one of the old-time manu- 
facturers of playing cards, died in London, 
Eng., August 9. He was born in Hull, Eng., 
in 1832, but passed his youth in Glasgow. In 
1854 he came to New York and began to manu- 
facture tags. In 1866 he sold out his business 
to what is now known as the Dennison Manu- 


facturing Company, and turned his attention 
to introducing steam lithographic presses. At 
this time he also became the American repre- 
sentative of Godall & Sons, of Liverpool, 
manufacturers of playing cards, When the 
high duty on playing cards made the business 
of importing them unprofitable he began the 
manufacture of them on his own account. In 
1878 he sold out to Andrew Dougherty and 
the New York Consolidated Playing Card Co., 
and two years later removed to Cincinnati, 
where he started the firm of Russell, Mauger 
& Co., which has since been absorbed by the 
United States Playing Card Co. In 1888 he 
went to San Diego, Cal., and in 1890 he be- 
came connected with the National Card Com- 
pany, of Indianapolis, Ind. In 1894 he went 
to London as the representative of the United 
States Playing Card Company. 


WILLIAM MCCRILLIs GRISWOLD, son of Rufus 
Wilmot Griswold, but better known by the 
pseudonym ‘‘Q. P.,” under which he published 
his ‘‘Q. P.” indexes, died at Seal Harbor, Me., 
August 9. He was born at Bangor, Me., Oc- 
tober 9, 1853, and was graduated from Exeter 
Academy in 1871 and from Harvard in 1875. 
His series of ‘‘Q. P.,” or Quarterly Periodical 
indexes, was initiated by a general index to 
The Nation (1865-1880, afterwards extended to 
1885, with a contemplated extension to date.) 
This eccentric though exceedingly useful com- 
pilation was prepared without the knowledge 
of the editors of Zhe Nation, and its appear- 
ance was as complete a surprise to them as to 
the public at large. This was followed by simi- 
lar indexes to the Atlantic Monthly, Interna- 
tional Review, Lippincott’s, Eclectic, Littell's 
Living Age, Scribner's first twenty-two volumes, 
Deutsche Rundschau, North American Review, 
Contemporary and Fortnightly Reviews, Nine- 
teenth Century, Revue des Deux Mondes, and to 
the Nouvelle Revue. He also published seven 
‘* Cumulative Indexes,” including one to Har- 
per's Weekly, 1857-1887; ‘‘ Descriptive Lists of 
Novels and Tales,” dealing with American coun- 
try and American city life, with ancient history, 
history of North America, life in France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Norway, and Russia; also, ‘‘ De- 
scriptive Lists” of ‘‘ International Novels,” 
‘* British Novels,’”’ and ‘‘ Romantic Novels.” 
He also prepared a ‘‘ Directory of Writers for 
the Literary Press inthe U. S.,” and a “‘ Direc- 
tory of Authors, including Writers for Literary 
Magazines;” a number of annual indexes; a 
compilation of narratives called ‘‘ Travel,” 
‘*France,” ‘‘Germany,” and ‘‘ Switzerland ;”’ 
‘‘A Record of Politics and Politicians in the 
United States, 1865-1882,” which is practically 
an index to articles on these subjects in 7he 
Nation, with occasional references to other 
sources; and ‘‘Passages from the Corre- 
spondence and Other Papers of Rufus W. Gris- 
wold,” which is not so much intended to be an 
apology for the author of ‘‘ Poets and Poetry 
of America,” etc., as a truthful portrait, by in- 
direction, of his father. He was for three or 
four years Mr. Spofford’s assistant in the copy- 
right office at the Congressional Library. As 
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to his work, we agree with the Avening Post 
that ‘‘of all Mr. Griswold’s indexes it is 
proper to say that they bore the strongest 
marks of the personal equaticn. He was 
his own publisher; his labors could fairly 
be called disinterested, since the pecuni- 
ary return was most precarious; hence, a 
studied condensation, with signs and symbols 
offering no little obstacle to rapid reference. 
Even some phonetic deformations in line with 
the so-called reform (applicable last of all to 
an index) were philanthropically adopted by 
Mr. Griswold. These eccentricities were rein- 
forced by an imperfect knowledge of the me- 
chanic art of printing. But, all deductions 
made, the ‘Quarterly Periodical Indexes’ were 
and will ever remain a great boon to the stu- 
dent, the librarian and the bookseller.” 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

SAMUEL CLEMENS (‘‘ Mark Twain’’) will spend 
the fall and winter of this year at Princeton, 
N. J. It is reported that Mr. Clemens has sig- 
nified his intention of making Princeton his 
permanent home. 

Dr. HENRY REED STILEs is at work on a his- 
tory of Wethersfield, Conn., the most ancient 
town in the State. Dr. Stiles will be remem- 
bered as the editor of the old Mew York His- 
torical Magazine, and as the author of an 
important ‘‘ History of Brooklyn” in three 
volumes, a ‘‘ History of Ancient Windsor, 
Conn.,”’ ‘‘Stiles’s Genealogy,” and ‘‘Bundling.” 
Dr. Stiles’s present address is P. O. Box 1810, 
New York City. 

SWINBURNE has changed the title of his 
forthcoming tragedy to ‘‘ Rosamund, Queen of 
Lombards: a tragedy.” The Rosamund whose 
name gives the title to this work is the queen 
of the Lombards whoconspired with another to 
assassinate her husband, Albovine, in revenge 
for the wrongs he had done her. The story, 
as told by Machiavelli, is that Albovine, (Gib- 
bon’s Alboin,) after having slain Rosamund’s 
father, forcibly married her, and at a banquet 
compelled her to drink from a drinking-cup 
made out of the dead king’s skull, and pledge 
Albovine in a toast. ‘* The way in which 
Rosamund compasses this revenge is,’’ accord- 
ing to the London Atheneum, “in certain 
essential points, different from her method in 
Middleton’s play of ‘The Witch,’ and also in 
Alfieri’s play on the same subject. Davenant’s 
miserable tragedy, in which Rosamund plays 
the leading part, is scarcely worth alluding to.”

PRESIDENT ARTHUR T. HADLEY, of Yale, on 
the 4th inst. announced that he would retire 
next February from the Editorial Bcard of 
The Yale Review. 


The Voice, published for many years by the 
Funk & Wagnalls Co., has passed into the 
hands of Samuel Dickie and John G. Woolley, 
publishers of Zhe Lever, a rival Prohibition 
organ. The two journals will be consolidated 
under the title of Zhe New Voice. 


THE covers of Zhe Bookbuyer for September, 
October, and November have been designed by 
C. L. Hinton. Taken together they represent 
in symbolic form the development of the art of 
writing. The first shows the age of the graver, 
the second of the stylus, the third of the pen. 
They are printed in four colors.
